The Work of the Committee. 

The executive committee of the International 
Cotton exposition held an important megting yes- 
terday afternoon. It wasan adjourned meeting 
to hear the report of the committee appointed to 
take into consideration the plan of organization 
submitted on Tuesday lastby Mr. Kimball. The 
eommitiee had, in the meantime, fully consid- 
erod aJl the featurcsa of the exposition, and the 
vast amountof labor unecessary. to organize and 
successfully inaugurate it. 

Mr. Kimball, chairman, presided at the mectiug 
yesterday evening. There was avery full attend 
ance of the members. 

The committee made a very full 
report upon the plan of organization, 
pr, ‘ically adopting ali the suggestions made by 
M.. Kimball, and fully outlining the work to be 
accomplished. Among other things, they estab- 
lished the office of director general, an office ip 
all respects simijar to the one of the same desig: 
nation in the centennial exposition. The direc. 
tor general is to be the chief executive officer of 
the exposition, with power to appoint all com 
mittees, heads of departments, eMployes and 
agents, subject to the approval of the executive 
committee. 

They established the following departments: 
Of finance, of construction, of engineering and 
machinery, of agriculture, minerals and woods, 
of transportation, of installation, of awards and 
of publications. Each of the departments is to 
have a head, or chief, who is to devote his en- 
tire time and attention to his duties, and to be 
paid a salary dependeat in some degree upon the 
success Of the exposition 

The report of the committee, substantially the 
plan formulated by Mr. Kimball, was unani- 
mou ly adopted, and there seemed to be general 
satisfaction with the prospects and future of the 
exposition. 

The meeting then went into an election for 
director general, which resulted in the unani 
mous election of Mr. H. I. Kimball, Thisa

THE REPUBLICAN CAUCUS YESTERDAY

The discussion in the republican senato- 
rial caucus today developed an entire 
unanimity of the opinion that no action 
ought to be taken in regard to the dead- 
lock which would tend to weaken or 
seeui to withdraw the moral support thus 
far given by the republicans of the senate to 
the independent movement in the south, or 
which would place the republicans in the 
attitude of retreating from the position 
taken by them. The prevalent opinion 
was, liowever, that to raise the deadlock 
gufliciently to admit of immediate action 
upon matters of especial importance,such as 
nominations to fill existing vacancies and 
various pending treaties, would 
not weaken the republicans 
in their contest for constitutional

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WAS HE UNGRATEFUL? 


A Grand Duke’s Protege Who Con- 
tinually Experimented with Explio- 
sives, 

New York, April 27.—From the London 
Telegraph: Last year, while traveling in 
southern Germany, the Grand Duke 
Nicholas, of Leuchtenberg, became ac- 
quainted with a young Russian chemist 


studying at one of the universities, and 
took such a fancy to his youthtul country- 
man that he invited the young man to re- 
turn with him to St. Petersburg. This 
gracious request the student at first de- 
clined, upon the ground that his means 
would not permit him to set up 
4 laboratory in the Russian 
capital, or to: purchase materials 
there with . which to prosecute his experi- 
mental studies, whereupon the grand duke, 
himself a dabbler in the sciences, placed his 
own laboratory in the Marianka palace at 
the disposal of his compatriot, further 
offering to pay his traveling expenses, and 
to provide for all his wants in St. Peters- 
burg. 

Having gratefully accepted this offer the 
young chemist shortly afterward took up 
his quarters in a wing of the Marianka 
palace overlogking the Novi Pereulok, a 
narrow street connecting the Kasan street 
with the Palace square, and commenced 
operations in the grand duke’s lab- 
oratory. So arduous were his 
labors in the experimental 
line that night after night, and all night 
long, lights could be perceived from the 
street steadily burning in the laboratory. 
This fact awakened suspicion ina police 
officer employed upon night duty in the 
Novi Pereulok, and at his suggestion a 
domiciliary visit was paid to the grand 
duke's protege, who was found to be busily 
engaged in the preparation of explosive 
materials, The discovery, fortunately for 
the grand duke, whose consternation may 
be imagined when it was imparted to him, 
took place only a few weeks before the

We have no disposition to prolong the discus- 
sion between Brother Neary and ourse f on the 
Tilley case. But we cannot resist the temptation 
to set our very clever friend right in the matter 
of an appeal from the decision of Judge Woods. 
Brother Neary has stoutly maintained that Tilley 
has two years in which to takean appeal frem 
that decision, and he says that his ‘position is 
sustained by some of the more intelligent lawyers 
of this piafe.’”’ That may be; but it is none the 
less true that Tilley has neither two years, nor 
two days, nortwo minutes, in. which to appeal 
from that decision. No appeal whatever lies 
from that decision. Attorney-General Anderson 
is pretty go d authority on questions of law, and 
he says: ‘The decision of Judge Woods in the 
Tilley case cannot be carfiedto the supreme 
court of tho United states. Cases can be carried 
there only on ‘final judgments.’ Judge Woods's 
decision was simply a refusal to grant an injune- 
tion which is not a final judgment.’’ So our 
esteemed contemporary will see that we were not 
very wide of the mark when we intimated that he 
had forgotten the law, as to that case, that we 
had never known it, and that, as to it, both of us 
were in the same old know-nothing boat. It will 
be in order now, we suppose, to further augment 
our crew by taking ‘‘some of the more intelligent 
lawyers of this place’’—if they really believed 
that Tilly could take up an appeal from the de- 
cision in question. The fact is, all of us lawyers 
seem to have grown cloudy as to the rules of prac- 
tice in the United States courts. But we will 
review our almanacs, and be prepared to give the 
legislature a round or two in the summer.

| THE COMING TIDE 


BOUND FORTHE FIELDS OF GEORGIA, 


Tae Qa: stion of Immigration Renewed—A Prep: - 
sition te Procure Parm Lab. from Porsiga 
Sources—The Work Now Being Con- 
duc ed by Mr. Pontaine. 


Mr Francis Fontaine, the commissioner 
of immigration for Georgia—who by the 
way has not “thrown up his position in 
disgust,” although the action of the state 
legislature was enough to make him do 80, 
and led us to believe that be had done so— 
has issued the following cireular to the 
farmers of Georgia. 


Mr. Fontaine has already done more for 
the cause of immigration than any other 
man could or would have done with the 
encouragement he has had, but if he gets 
this scheme in operation he will have 
done a greater work than ever 
for the state. Nothing is surer than that the 
labor question is going to be a very seriou 

one in this section before many years have 
gone by, and Mr. Fontaine here offérs an 
experiment that may solve it. 

One of the most essential things, is to 
provide a suitable house for receiving these 
immigrants when they come. This can be 
done only by the railroad companies in- 
terested and they should do it at once. In 
the north and west the leading lines even 
have eating hous-s along the route at which 
the immigrants can get food that suits 
them. There is nothing that would give 
more confidence to the people, or tend more 

certainly to bring immigrants than the 
building of a suitable house at Atlanta for 
the reception of the immigrants, and getting 
some suitable man to stay there and manage 
it. = 

Mr. Fontaine's card is as follows and we 
commend it to our readers: 

TO THE FARMERS OF GBOR@TA: 


Uonal laborers. [ am enabled “ stete that 
farmers in this state will empioy 17 one neighbe 
hood a sufficient n umber of white laborers to giv 
them congenial companionship, and will board 
themh in their houses, or provide them with food 
and lodging that will be satisfactory, paying fair 
wages, itis probable that as many as may be 
needed can be supplied. A charge of five dollars 
per head will be required, in order to pay expen. 
ses. If the laborers are not delivered at the place 
agreed upon, the money will be refunded leas one 
dollar registration fee. Female domestic servants 
are not included, Itis hoped and believed that 
the public will appreciate the difficulties attend- 
ing my position, and realize that the 
undertaking is one far from pleasant, 
exceedingly laborious, and an experiment a 
least. It has succeeded in the west and ought to 
succeed here. If successful, several thousand can 
be speedily furnished; if unsuccessful, it will be 
difficult to inaugurate so comprehensive a scheme 
again. It is very important that good whea 
bread be supplied them,for they know nothing o 
corn bread, and will not take kindly toit. It is 
essential that they should receive good diet and 
lodging until they can learn our language and 
provide for themselves. A few months will ac- 
complish this and, after that, it is confidently 
believed they will either buy land or work at the 
same wages now paid to our excellent negro la- 
borers. My agentsin Europe, together with the 
facilities offered and described by the following 
telegram, will insure success if the effort is sua- 
tained by the people. Itis proper to state that I 
have been in correspondence with Colonel Pope 
on this subject forsome time:

To his right of locomotion and transpor- 
tation, in the savage state, man found no 
limits, except such ag were im by his 
enemies. The obstruction of this right of 
locomotion is the loss of liberty, equivalent 
to prison bounds. 

PUBLIC ROADS, 

When the right of property in land began 
it became nec. ssary forthe government to 
provide for this same natural right of 
locomotion ; therefore public roads 
were laid out at public expense. 
And when the exigency did not require 
a public road, the right of private roads 
over a peighbor’s land was made an ex- 
ception two the general right of private 
property inland. Even in the government 
of the United States (of specified and lim- 
ited powers) one of the powers conferred is 
that of laying off post roads; and by im- 
plication, a second power—that of making 
military roads. Each state likewise either 
provides roads or allows the counties to do 
so, and makes pr vision also for bridges, 
ferries,etc. Every statute book contains 
numerous provisions relating to roads, 
bridges, ferries, turnpikes and the like. 

TRANSFER TO PRIVATE PERSONS, 


Instead of a road built at public expense, 
under some circumstances the right is 
transferred toa county, a corporation or an 
individual. Butthe government can right 
fully do, this only on conditions which se 
cure to the public the right of use, upon 
payment of just and reasonable rates. The 
road must be open toall. A ferry will il- 
lustrate this principle: The public conve- 
nience requires that. some one should keep 
the ferry, so that when a traveler reaches 
the obstruction of a river crossing the hizb- 
way, some sian will been band to help him 
across without the delay of hunting up a 
ferryman. -As, usually, it would not pay 
two or more men, the law here bestows a 
qualified monopoly upon one. Noonecan 
compete with the ferrymaa. But 
then tLe law fixes the 
charges, and requires that they be posted 
conspicuously—so much for a man, so 
much fora horse, so much for a buggy, and 
so on, and imposes penalties for exceeding 
these rates. ‘The traveler might protect 
himself, perhaps, by going to another ferry 
some miles up or down, but for the general 
convenience a legaily regulated monopoly 
serves the best purpose for both parties. 
GRADUATED PAYMENTS, 


Observe that in these cases the burdens 
and benefits are rightfully distributed, more 
exactly even than in the ordinary case of a 
road or bridge kept up entirely by the 
public. They pay the expenses, who spe- 
cifically get the use. 

From these little beginrings, many of 
them still the best methods known amon 
savage nations, arose our present gran 
system of common carriage on land and 
sea. With every improvement the

has had a corresponding increase. Within 
the memory of man, a merchant has carried 
aload of cotton by wagon from middie 
Georgia to Philadelphia, and returned with 
a load of goods—camping out by the way, 
occupying three months in the journey, 
and making his will as a proper prelimin- 


read in the conference of the commission 
over the present report, elicited other facts 
of the same sort. The father of one of the 
commissioners rode on horseback from 
Savannah to Néw York and back. A sec 
oud commissioner had a similar fact to re- 
late: his father having driven a six-horse 
wagon from East Tennessee to Philadel- 
phia, loaded with furs and skins, and re- 
turned with goods—meeting with no deten- 
tion by the way except being arrested in 
Pennsylvania for driving his wagon on 
Sunday.: 

So, too, in regard to the spread of inform- 
ation. Less than one hundred years ago, 
in framing the constitution of the United 
States, the difficulty of getting the returrs 
to the seat of government was urged as a 
serious objection to frequent elections of 
president. Inthe federal debates (5 Elliott, 
p. 339), we read: “‘Mr. Batler was against 
the frequency of elections. Geergia and 
South Carolina were too distant to send 
electors often.’’ Mr. Williamson remarked: 
“The expense will be considerable, and 
ought not to be unnecessarily repeated. If 
the elections are too frequent, the best men 
will not undertake the service.’’ Now the 
returns from California are read the next 
morning after the election, at the breakfast 
tables of the citizens of remote villages. 
The cav after the assassination of the 
ezar of Russia, two pages of the New York 
Herald are filled with the particulars, and 
with the details of his history. Beacons- 
field died at half past tive o’clock Tuesday 
morning. Thus, according to apparent 
time, Tax Constitution of Tuesday morn- 
ing at 4 o’clock, containing an announce- 
ment of his death, went up the Air-Line 
road an hour or more before be died This 
shows the advantages that telegraphic facil- 
ities gives an enterprising journal. Is it 
wonderful that changes so huge should 
need some corresponding changes in the 
means of regulation? 


WITH THE GROWTH OF FACILITIES 


the growth of business has kept pace; 
train loads taking the place of wagon loads, 
How much more important is transporta 
tion to the white man than to the Indian, 
tothe civilized man than to the barbarian? 
Accordingly, the whole history of legisla- 
tion, amoug civilized people, shows pro- 
visions for protecting the great rights of 
locomotion and transportation. 

Only a half century ago the railroad was 
introduced, The graded roadbed and par- 
allel iron rails being a new device as a 
road; anew power also accompanied it, in 


an equal degree superior to the old. To 


these were adapted new cars, holding many 
tons. And in placeof the old wagon-driver 
a much more highly trained expert con- 
trolled the new poweron the new road, 
with these immensely increased loads, 
while a separate conductor discharged the 
duty of the common carrier as to receiving 
and delivering, and the care of the goods 
The change was

perhaps the most momentous in the mate- 
rial progress of mankind.

1eeded regulation by law, how incompara- 
bly more important is such regulation now, 
with the immensely increased volume of 
business, with the absolute impossibility of 
private competition or self-help, and with 
the complexity of the management such 
that not even the owners can wu: derstand 
the business, except as reported to them.

Imagine a proposition of this sort seri- 
ously made inthe legislature of the state: 
To give toa particular company, or set of 
companies, the exclusive right toall the 
highways and public roads of the state; 
they to make such terms as they shall 
think proper with travelers and carriers of 
freight: what a shout of universal indigna~- 
tion would this raise! Yet this power over 
the real transportation of the country has 
ignorantly and gradually been actually 
transferred to the railroad companies of the 
states; the only highways which, in the 
present state of commerc?, man can afford 
to use for any considerable distance to com- 
pete to advantage in the struggle of life. 
Government was called upon to confront 
anew problem. No wonder that the huge 
and absolute revolution in transportation 
was met improvidently. The railroads 
themselves did not understand it. And we 
have seen among these new rival c»>rpora- 
tions(when rivalry existed as it did be-

A the telegraph, the air-brake, etc, 
nord ested new ities. Bessemer, the 
inventor of the Bessemer steel rail, is esti- 
mated to bave saved to Great Britain alone 
during the life of a steel rail not less than 
$300,000,000. A steel rail on one side of a 
track has outworn a dozen iron rails on the 
other side. 

So vastly different are the present rail- 
road advantages from the first rough exper- 
iments. 

Complaint has been made that the legis 
lature of 1879 was improvident. Certainly 
much more improvident -vas a]! legislation 
prior to that date; the act of 1579 ng on 
the whole, perbaps, the most carefully con- 
sidered legislative action had in the state 
for many years, and containing in itself 
studious provisions for the rectification of 
errorsin its own provisions. 

In Georgia, especially—the cotton crop 
being her main product—nearly all pro- 
duction is expressly intended for exchange, 
and return transportation in like manner 
being necessary, no people are more inter 
ested in this genera] question. 

We have seen that, upon all tne grounds 
of government regulation, the railroad is 
eculiarly subject thereto. Coming closer 
Roane, they are especially implanted in the 
fundamental law of Georgia, ratified by an 
unprecedented majority of its people; for 
this thing was not done in a@ corner, nor in 
a day. 

THE CONSTITUTION OF GEORGIA 
contains, perhaps, the most complete safe- 
guards for the rights of the people and the 
rights of corporations, to be found in the 
fundamental law of any state in the union. 
Accordingly, in bestowing the right and 
duty of the regulation of railroads upon the 
legislature, the constitution carefully and 
anxiously provided against any abuse in 
the method. It provided against any breach 
of contract, against the revocation of grants, 
and against any interference with vested 
rights. Inthe regulation of railroads, it 
provides against want of adaptation by re 
quiring action to be had “from time to 
tinre,’’ and by declaring the object of regu- 
lation, viz: simply to preventextortion and 
unjust discrimination. 

The same instrument places numerous re: 
straints on legislative power. Such is the 
general scope and character of the funda 
mental law of the state. It contains Lo 
better considered or more argued feature 
than that which provides for the protection 
of the public against the unjust and uarea- 
sonable exercise of corporate powers; and 
on the other hand against any interference 
with their just and reasonable exercise. 


LEGISLATIVE ACTION OF 1879. 


In carrying out the constitutional provis- 
ions, the powers of the legislature were 
exercised with like caution. The general 
assembly might have acted directiy, and 
itself have prescribed tariffs, rules and 
regulations. Obviously, however, such 
work, the organization of a legislative 
assembly, consisting of one hundred and 
seventy-five representatives and forty-four 
senators, does notadapt it. All experience 
has shown this. The legislature wisely for . 
bore to undertake the task of framing tariffs, 
and makirg rules and regulations, for so 
com plicx astate of affairs as exists on any one 
road, much more inthe railroad system of 
thestate. The proper regulation of railroad 
business is in itself a profession, and 
requires a distinct tribunal to acquire by 
experience and _ reflection, the special 
knowledge of facts and principles. Inthus 
establishing, in conformity with the prece- 
dents of so many enlightened states, a com- 
mission charged with this special business, 
the legislature took great and unusual 
pains, Committers of both houses had the 
matter long under consideration, both 
during the sessions and in the intervening 
vacation, and heard argument upon it, in- 
vited d.scussions from citizens, business 
men and railroad men. A numberof bills 
and many amendments were introcuced, 
and members were kept informed oi the 
action of otherJ states, and corresponded 
with leading minds on all sides of the ques 
tion. It is thought, and we believe correctly, 
that in the preparation of the bill, and in 
thecriticism of it beforeit was offered, lead- 
ing andinfluential railroad men were con- 
sulted freely, and their objections and 
suggestions well considered. 
lt was designed to educate impartial ex 
perts as a guide and servant of both the 
legislature and the courts. 

The act makes extortion and unjust dis- 
crimination, in general terms penal. The 
com nission is required to make laws against 
them, and against secret rebates, etc,; and, 
as its chief and first duty, to prepare a tariff 
ofjustand reasonable rates for each of the 
railroads of the state, and to publish the 
same. Proper powers are given them toin- 
vestigate and examine,so as to ascertain 
what rates are reasonable and just in each 


But the commission has no powers of its 
own to enforce its decisions. Itsimply pre; 
pares the case for judicial trial. Its action 
must be passed upon by the courts, in which 
both parties have their regular day before 
the enforcement of any penalty whatever. 
Ample notice and opportunity of rectifica- 
tion is given, and then if not rectified no 
execution issues, but only suit is insti- 
tuted and the matter issettled by the court; 
the commission having simply served as 
amicus curiw#; not even as arbitrators, but 
rather as advisers. 


THE COMMISSION, 


with such careful provisions, constitutional 
and statutory, before it as an example, and 
sworn to the discharge of its duties, entered 
upon its work. Of the pature and results 
of that werk, two reports have already been 
given. Asample timeas possibie was taken 
wo adapt their work to the exigencies, their 
first tariff went into operation on the same 
day with their first semi-a:.nual report, 
nearly six wnonths afer their organization 
Afier so much time concentrated on this 
one work, thev can but appreciate the unfit- 
ness ofa great legislative body to deal with 
its details. It would be difficult even toex- 
plain intelligibiy the needful expedients 
devised, to simplify the work, and bring its 
great mass of details within grasp. 

Before the proposed tariff of rates went 
into effect, a circular was issued for criti- 
cism and suggestion, various changes were 
made and incorporatedin the full publica- 
tion of May 1, 1880, which wasa clean sheet 
to date without need of outside reference 
Legislative adaptation would’ here again 
have failed. Circulars subsequently were 
issued, chiefly because special rates, not 
being printed, were not furnished by the 
railroads to the commission, and these 
specials included new iaciers. Here again 
legislative adaptation would have been in- 
adequate to the correction.

KREPURT, NOT A JUDGMENT. 


It prepares cases for trial, but does not try 
them, finslly. Upon a proper case made 
their action (inoperative unless sustained by 
the courts) can be taken from one court to 
another, in due order; to the supreme court 
of the state,or the supreme court of the 
United States. 

The composition of the commissiqn, and 
its duties as to rates, are really those of

appointed by the legislature instead of the 
courts, and constitated with such powers 
and limitations of power, as to furnish it 
with the best opportunities of comprehen 

sive and general views, to be reported to 
both the legislature and the courts. How 
inadequate is a session of forty days in two 
years, with numerous other duties, to the 
performance of such a work! 

Our object injthe foregoing discussion bas 
been to show, not only the constitutionality 
and legality of regulating railroads by law, 
but more especially to show 

ITS RIGHTFULNESS; 

nay, its necessity, and the beneficial 
effects which reach not only the general 
public, but in no less degree, as we shall 
hereafter see, the stockholders themselves. 
We think these considerations make iit 
clear that the exceptions concerning regu- 
lation are to the fuil as well founded as the 
rule. Nay, to quote from a recent welil- 
imentdtend article in the Fortnightly 
Review: ‘So fundamental are these 
limitations that they must de looked upon 
not so much as exceptions to a general 
rule, as definitions of the essential ele- 
ments” of the rule itself. Whenever ‘one 
of the parties is in condition to dictate his 
own terms,”’ the legislature must make 
provision for the protection of the other 
party. 

MONOPOLY ON THE ONE SIDE, AND NECESSITY

The delegation of this right to the 
railroads themselves, wou!d bean abdication 
by the state of a great public duty. The 
repository of the power must be as impar- 
tial as any judicial tribunal. 

It will have been observed that in the 
whole of the preceding line of argument 
we have not assumed the advanced ground 
taken in some recent discussions—that the 
railroads are themselves public property. 
This view, correct or not, is certainly not 
essential to the argument which is complete 
without such assumption. 

Nor has there been any reference to the 
legal decisions, abundantly sustaining 
the views above presented; especially does 
the learned and powerful decision of Judge 
Woods (printed in the appendix to this 
report) meet the exact issues, each and all 
of them, with singular clearness and 
fullness. We have preferred to present 
rather the general principles which lie at 
the basis of the authorities on the subject. 


NO WANT OF POWER, 


The limitations we have referred to on 
the right of regulation do not depend upon 
any want of power in the general assembly, 
norany want of jurisdiction of the subject 
matter, but concerns merely the just 
exercise of legislative discretion. Nor 
does the right depend merely upon the 
principles ex pressed by the ma- 
joriry of the | supreme court; 
set forth in. the decision of the 
supreme court of the United States in Munn 
vs Illinois, it falls fully and clearly, within 
the minority decision also; upon the views 
above set forth, the court were unanimous. 
Under that decision the power of each and 
every state legislature is limited only by 
the constitution of the United States and of 
the state itself. - In Georgia, on this point, 
there was no need forthis decision. Within 
the limits just named, the legislature of 
Georgia is as omnipotent as the British 
parliament. The state constitution itself 
settles the question, aside from all other 
considerations or decisions, by the broad 
grant of authority in article 3, section 8, 
paragraph 22, which provides that: 

“The general assembly shall have power 
to make all laws and ordinances consistent 
with this constitution and not repugnant 
to constitution.of the United States which 
they sball deem necessarygand proper for 
the welfare of the sta‘e.’’ A wide graat, not 
peculiar, however, to the constitutiou, of 
1877, but continued from those previously 
in force. 

Now, in the constitution not only is there 
no inhibition of the regulation of railroads 
by iaw, Mur a direct provision requiring 
such regulation. The legislature is not 
straitened as to power, but only a careful 
use of its discretion, On this int we 
osucur in the vieW presénted in the Fort- 
nightly Review, that “legislation cannot 
be too cautiously applied,” by virtue of 
the infinite vyanety of conditions 
and circumstances. It must of neces- 
sity, indeed, provide to meet these shifting 
occasions, by a tribanal ever ready to con- 
sider them and to make the neediul modifi- 
cations and adjustments, 


MODE OF EXERCISING THE RIGHT OF REGULA- 
TION, 


Atall the later stages of transportation by 
high road, turnpike, ete., there was 
appropriate legislation for the protection of 
the public. 

_ In the 50 years of railroad experience, there 
have been many efforts for proper means of 
regulation; the final result of .which has 
been the establishment of railroad com mis- 
sions for the purpose. These have proved 
by far the most satisfactory and successful 
means Of dealing with the problem. The 
adaptation is as complete as that of the 
judiciary system itself. Analysing the 
different views held on the subject by 
various persons to the state of partiesin a 
deliberative assembly expressed by the 
terms—

a treme Right 
the commission occupies a central position, 
at once conservative and safe. The extreme 
left would leave the railroads wholly 
unregulated by law; the extreme right 
would consider the railroads wholly as 
public property, forgetting private right, 
As to the mode of regulation, direct legis- 
lation would be ap iron rod, inflexible and 
harsh—while regulation through the medi- 
um ofa commission, furnishes a link 
flexible, elasticand adjustable. A legisla- 
tive assembly is as little fitted for this 
special business as it is for those of a court 
of justice. No such functions are exercised 
by it, exceptin the one case of impeach- 
ment; very costly and of rare occurrence. 
The judiciary is not well fitted for the 
task, except through the medium of 
experts; and the very object of the law 
creating a commission is to educate a board 
of experts to aid judicial decisions, The 
great principle of 


THE DIVISION OF LABOR 


applies in this case, In Great Britain, for 
example, there are separate tribunals for 
the trial of common law cases, equity, 
criminal cases, etc., each court being 
educated to its special duties. The study 
of the transportation question involves 
matters really requiring more distinct and 
special study, and wider apart in their 
detaiis, than the several departments of the 


w. 
The railroad commission as a special 

department, stands now in Great Britain and 
elsewhere upon a basis not less impregnable 
than that which supports the judiciary 
system itself, being indeed a special depart- 
ment of the judiciary. 

There are a thousand questions, nice and 

delicate, to be settled, of a peculiar and 
professional sort, requiring a special educa- 

tion The questions which arise as to classi- 
fication of the thousands of articles to be 
transported, such as cotton, breadstuffs, 
provender, manufactured goods, coal, fertil- 
izers, etc., eic, throughthe endless cata- 

logue of all production, can only be under- 
stood by experts. So the principles of pro- 
rating fairly, per mile and per ton; the 
relative influence and effect of distance and 
of way and through bysiness; the expense 
of loading and unloading, billing and book- 
keeping, of rates as affected by vaiue, weight, 
bulk, convenience, cleanliness, season of 
the year, etc ; all these are involved. 

Nor wi'litdo to say that the railroad 
officials themselves have this matter in 
charge. The public have an interest to be 
represented and aright of regulation, not 
at all sec this means. Keally, this is 
one of the troubles—of the evils to be reme- 
died, vig: that these railroad officials do 
understand it and no one else does, and so 
the information and bias are all on one side. 
The lack to be 3 pe is thatof experi~ 
enced and educa experts, without Oi 
to acquire special knowledge of railroad 
matters, business and laws, just as the 
supreme court of the principles of jurispru- 


ce. 

Again, it mustbe prompt; for often the 
deiay of justice is equivalent to its denial; 
and accessible toall, so that no one will be 
too insignificant to get his rights, or too 
poor to contend with the most powerful 
corporation. Such atribuvalis useful to 
boia parties and hurtful only to corrupt 
and dishonest officials. Its results in Eng- 
land and America have been eminently 
sai isfactory. 

Of course the commission may err, and it 
is asked: “Are such powers to be entrusted 
to three men, with human frailty and 
liability to m e and passion?’ They 
are not, however, in fact, so entrusted, for 
the action of the commission in Georgia is 
are and nota judgment.

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men. Andthe law this instance pro- 
vides for the 
CORRECTION OF ERRORS 


and mistakes, in the most complete and 
informal way, by an appeal to the commis- 
sion itself, without any motion for anew 
trial, and before and aside from an ultimate 
appeal to court after court, to the supreme 
court of the state and the United States So 
much for mistakes. As for corruption, it 
may well be said that the railroads rather 
than the public would have the advantage— 
having by far the best means for that pur- 


Y Alnewt every form and mode of dealing 
with the question has been the subject of 
actual experience in Europe and in this 
couttry. Government ownership of the 
whole, as is proposed in Germany—govern- 
ment ownership of lines sufficient to estab- 
lish competition, as in Belgium; govern 
ment suppressing competition among the 
lines and itself regulating rates, asin France 
—government regulating the monopoly, 
but not prohibiting competition, as in Eng- 
land.

PUBLICITY 
given to railroad affairs, A mere formal 
compliance with a law requiring publica- 
tion of statements, however, is wholly in 
sufficient and illusive. The publication 
often 
CONCEALS RATHERTHAN REVEALS 

the state of the company’s affairs. Huge 
fortunes have been made by misrepresenta- 
tion. Examples are to be found in the 
Glasgow bank abroad, and the Tallassee 
factory in a neighboring state, in numerous 
insurance companies, etc., etc No other 
corporations have greater facilities for mis- 
representation than railroads; indeed, no 
other is so difficult to represent properly. 

On the whole, a railroad commission is 
the best adapted means yet discovered, or 
likely to be discovered, of dealing with the 
subject, as is seen by a comparison of its 
adaptation, with that of any other means, 
say: of regulation by the government, or 
by the legislature, or a committee thereof, 
or with acourt, suverior or supreme, state 
or federal, or with a jury; in the various 
needful qualifications, say of experience, 
opportunity, relative study and means of 
knowledge, and of the division of labor as 
a means thereto, 

A comparisonof the commission with 
the president and directors, or;the general 
freight agents, or soliciting agents of dif- 
ferent railroads is in point, as to impartiali- 
ty between the railroadsand the public, as 
to breadth of view and careful computation 
of all the elementsand factors, of valuation, 
rates, profits, expences, etc , and” as to cov- 
ering the whole field, and more thana 
single year or administration. 

As the decision of the commission affects 
the one interest or the other, so will the 
complaints be. Thas circular No. 10 brought 
out complaints from certain portions of the 
ublic; circular No. 11 from the railroads 
it is in each case. The commission can 
only hope to escape censure by real justice, 
capable, in the course of time, of being made 
obvious justice. 
It is found that lucal prejudices do, in 
fact, gradually give way with increasing 
light and information, and that in like 
manner railroad prejudices yield to time 
and reflection. Usually it is tound also that 
those who are hurt in one respect are helped 
in others, so bringing about an equilibrium. 
The action and its results need to be studied 
as we endeavor to study them as a whole. 
The separate study of each item, without 
the reduction of all to correct principles 
and system, is like the search for a word in 
adictionary not arranged in alphabetical 
order. It isalmost as trouble#ome to find a 
single word as to alphabet the whole. 


REVIEW OF EXISTING LEGISLATION, 
This has been to some extent antic: pated 
The Georgia system is based on the idea of a 
systematic view of the whole subject, anda 
comprehensive report of what, on such a 
view, are reasonable and just rates; and 
rules and regulations. A large field of 
comparison and basis of induction are se- 
cured ; of comparison of railroad with rail- 
road in the state, and of ourown roads with 
those of other states. 

In the study of the subject, and in the 
practical operation of the conclusions reach- 
ed, justas the shoe pinches this or that 
interest, is the representatives of such 
interest sure to be heard.

has been developed inthe state of New 
York. Therethe railroads themselves are 
very powerful, and anxious to be let alone 
entirely. The city of New York raised the 
first loud outery, regarding itself as threat- 
ened with ruin by rates discriminating 
against it, and in favor of rival cities. As 
this outcry called attention to the matter, 
the country too began to see its side 
and an equally intense agitation began, 
representing the agricultural interests, and 
complaining that the high priced lands of 
New York state were virtoalty placed west 
of the Mississ®pi, and all natural facilities 
subverted and turned upside down by the 
huge discriminations between through and 
local freights. After all, it has ever been 
the question of discrimination which has 
given the greatest trouble. 

As we have already seen, 


ILLEGITIMATE COMPETITION 

(as distinguished from fair and legitimate 
competition) has been the parent of unjust 
discrimination, The termini have usually 
not merely gotten’ their rights, but 
much more, at the expense of the way sta- 
tions. The greatness and difficulty of the 
question render it one of slow and gradual 


solution, patiently to be worked upon. 


The report goeson to show the internal 
relations of the corporations, viz: the 
relations of the stockholders to the mana- 
gers of railroad companies, an interesting 
and jmportant subject.
